Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 6-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
the fixing element for removably connecting the support to the object and defining a 
pivot axis between the object and the support in such a way that the object and the 
support can be reversed independently of each other and in order to present alternately 
a first face and a second face of the support, the support also comprising retractable 
locking means designed to engage with matching cavities in the stable position and to 
hold the assembly in the position and in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the base claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed October 6, 2009, have been fully considered and are 
deemed persuasive.
